Whereas, The Town of Highland, through its Town Council, which is the Works Board of the
Municipality pursuant to L.C. 36-1-2-24(3), has heretofore determined that a need exists to improve the
intersection of 45th Avenue and 5th Street and to procure design engineering services associated with said
street reconstruction and other improvements, to be known as the 45th and 5th Street Intersection Improvement
Project (Project); and

Whereas, The Town of Highland had applied for and has been approved to receive a Community
Crossings Matching Grant for 50% of the total construction cost for said project in the amount of $191,050 (total
construction cost $382,100); and

Whereas, First Group Engineering, Incorporated has offered and presented an agreement to provide
and furnish preliminary or design engineering and professional services in consideration for fees to be charged
and billed monthly based upon a lump sum of the value of the scope of engineering services completed as
described in the agreement, for an estimated fee of Forty-five Thousand Six Hundred Eighty-five Dollars
($45,685); and

Whereas, There are sufficient and available appropriations balances on hand to support the
payments under the agreement, pursuant to IC 5-22-17-3(e); and

Whereas, The Town of Highland, through its Town Council now desires to approve the project and
to accept and approve the agreement for services as herein described,

Now Therefore Be it Ordered by the Town Council of the Town of Highland, Lake County, Indiana,
acting as the Works Board as follows:
